To the General Assembly of the State of Vermont : 

In compliance with the rec^uisitions of the Statute of the State, 
I have the honor of submitting to the General Assembly, the 
Fifth Annual Report, relating to the Registration and Return of 
Births, Marriages and Deaths, which have occurred in Vermont 
during the year ending Decem])er 31stj 1861. 

The abstracts and accompanying tables, have been condensed 
and arranged in this department, from the returns made by Town 
Clerks. 

A Committee of the Vermont Medical Society has annually 
been appointed, for the purpose of rendering such assistance as 
may be necessary in executing the provisions of the law. The 
abstracts and tabulations prepared in this department, were placed 
in the hands of Hiram F. Stevens, M. D., of St. Albans, Chair- 
man of the Committee, whose efforts and experience in devising 
and adopting the present system of Registration in. the State, are 
indicative of the value of his labors in the present Report. The 
Remarks and summary of observations which follow were contrib- 
uted by him. 

In the preparation of the tables, and also in the calculations 
and deductions, submitted in the summary remarks, the facts em- 
braced in the Census of 1860 have been used, and for the purpose 
of comparison and analysis, the Census of 1850 has also been 
made available. 

The accompanying note from Dr. Stevens alludes briefly to 
some of the characteristic features of this Report.

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EXPLANATORY REMARKS. 



Hon, Geo. W. Bailey^ Jr., StcrHary of State: 

SiK : — ^The abstracts and tabulations made in your department, from 
the Returns of Births, Marriages and DeatliH, in the State, for the year 
1861, have been the subject of careful study and analysis, and the Re- 
marks which follow the general tables, are intended to present in aprac^ 
tical form, some of the valuable and important deductions resulting 
therefrom. 

Many interesting facts and important principles are presented in regard 
to the vital statistics, and oendition of the people of the State, and it is 
gratifying to observe, that with each returning year, the results of Reg- 
istration are becoming mon* and moro valuable, and their accuracy more 
complete. 

The tables embraciHl in thin Report, I'urnish facts in reference to the 
existence of fifteen thousand, una hundred and fourteen individuals in the 
State, in a population of less than one -third of a million. 

[n the general appearam-e <»!' the returns, a gradual and decided im- 
provement is observed ; yet it in to be regretted that even a very few 
towns should, through their officials, fail to make complete returns, as 
contemplated by the enactment of the State on this subject ; and it is to 
be hoped that the faithful and persevering efforts of the Secretary of 
State, will have the eflect of obtaining the desired inibrmation from the 
remiss oif delinquent offi<'ial8, and for the future, the evil may be remedied. 

There is one fact brought to view, in the analysis resulting from 
comparison of the results of Registration in the State, for the past five 
years, with the returns of the Censub of 1800, which should be thought- 
fuUy considered by every well wisher of his States The fact is this : 
While Vermont has increased her population actually, as appears from ac- 
curate and reliable records, by excess of births over deaths, in the last 
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five years, 13,699, she has lost by emigration, during the same period, 
13,210, leaving only the small number of 489 as the net gain in the State 
ior five years, and if the same ])asi8 be assumed for the calculation of the 
loss in population for the ten years past, the actual Iors to the State has 
Ijcen over 20,000 of her population, from this cjuise. 

It further appears in the course of the study of this subject, that thij* 
loss is not spread oi^er the populntirm of the State \iniformly, with res. 
p»ct to age, or social position, but it is made up almost altogether from 
the young, and those in the prime of life ; the wealth -producing part ol' 
the State, and to a large extent, uf our young mcai, while the aged, the 
non-producers, the consumers, remain in our midst. 

It is to be desired, that this fact in refercDce to the present condition 
of the State, and the effect and influence which a continued depletion ol' 
this nature must have upon its future prosperity, should receive from 
every Vermonter, that degree* of consideration, that its importance de- 
mands. As the period of live years has elapsed since the system of Reg- 
istration has been adopted in tliis State, it has been thought advisable to 
give the results, and aggregates of comparisons and calculations, in this 
Kcport, wherever it was practicable, and it is hoped that in this respect 
the present volume of the Reports will be found of more practical value 
tlian any of the preceding Reports, from the fact that it includes the 
practical results of the entire series of Reports. 

Time and circumstances have prevented entering upon one or two flelds 
that might with propriety Ix; embraced in a Report of this nature. One 
of these is a correct Registration of all the deaths occurring in the Ver- 
mont Regiments, during the year 1801. If. no other means are provided 
or designated by the State, this information will be given in the next Re- 
p:rt.

The preceding tables of abstracts from the returns of births, 
marriages and deaths, registered in Vermont during the year 
1861, embody the result of much careful study, and give valua- 
ble information in regard to the public health, social condition 
and political economy of the State. 

From the tables we learn that six thousand five hundred and 
sixty-seven children were bom alive, four thousand three hun- 
dred and seventy-six persons, (2188 couples) were married, and 
four thousand and thirty-eight persons died. In addition, the re- 
turns show that one hundred and thirty-three children were still- 
born ; thus furnishing facts and statistics in reference to the ex- 
istence of fifteen thousand one hundred and fourteen individuals, 
in a population of somewhat less than one third of a million, as 
shown by the Census of 1860, which in the aggregate number is 
&ur hundred and eight more than that concerning which the aafloe 
&cts were reported the previous year. 

Although this is only a slight evidence of increased interest in 
collecting and recording &cts connected with the system of Reg- 
istration, still we regard it as an encouraging argument for more 
careful, patient and prompt effort in looking up and recording all 
the tBfita in reference to these three important eras in human e;!j:- 
istence. 

In the previous Reports on this subject and in the remarks 
QOimeoted tbcorewith, frcan the pw of Dr. Ch%ric!ft L* AJlen, of 
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Middlebury, who has evinced a commendable energy in carrying 
out the present plan of the Reports, which are in a measure in- 
dicatiye of the value of his labors and experience, it has been his 
object to not only awaken and increase the interest felt in the suc- 
cess of the system by the officials particularly interested in their 
- prescribed clerical duties — ^but also to commend it to the popular 
favor and coniBdence ; for it is really for the benefit of the public, 
the people themselves, that enactments like the Registration Laws 
of Europe, and many of the United States, are made. And in 
the remarks which accompany the present Report, we feel that 
we cannot better present the value and importance of the system 
of Registration, than in referring back to,and even repeating some 
of the reasons and arguments adduced in previous Reports of our 
State, as well as of other States, and the opinions and conclusions 
of those who have made vital statistics the subject of close study 
and examination. 

In regard to the general appearance of the returns, a gradual 
but decided improvement is observed, thus rendering the informa- 
tion more precise, and the results deducible therefrom more val- 
uable and reliable. But Jifiee^v towns in the entire State failed 
through their proper officers to carry out the requirements of the 
law faithfully. And it should be observed that these were the 
towns of least population, and in which, so &r as could be ascer- 
tained, the system had received little thought and investigation. 

In some of the towns, part of the district clerks neglected to 
send in their returns to the town clerk, and as a consequence his 
returns to the office of the Secretary of State were partial, and 
of course imperfect. 

" In all statistics accuracy and completeness are absolutely es- 
sential. Unless fiwjts be correctly reported, no reliable infer- 
ences can be drawn. Unless a// the &cts are included, few only 
are the trustworthy conclusions. From extensive, accurate and 
complete statistics determinate laws are discovered regulating the 
occurrence of events apparently purely accidental. Much more, 
then, may we be sure that the three important events of our ex- 
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ktenoe, — birth, marriage and death, — are subject to fixed laws. 
It is scarcely possible to over-estimate the adyantages of a know- 
ledge of these laws. The object of these reports is to assist in 
elucidating them, and in determining the variations caused by the 
particular circumstances surrounding us. 

" Many a person, in this State even, has to regret his inability to 
prove his descent, which, had proper records been kept, would 
have been easy and certain, and which, if proved, might entitle 
him to inherit property he cannot otherwise obtain. By the law 
of this State, a copy of the record of each birth, marriage and death, 
is to be preserved in the town clerk's office, and a duplicate copy 
and return, in the office of the Secretary of State also, thus in- 
suring safety against any casualty. 

" But the keeping of the records as a means of reference is not 
the only benefit arising from registration. When full lecords 
shall be made, that is, when all the births, marriages and deaths 
shall be recorded, very many important laws respecting the his- 
tory and movements, as well as the present condition of the popu- 
lation, will be brought to light. We shall discover the particular 
causes which favor or oppose our physical, social and moral im- 
provement. We shall find out, and may to a greater or less ex- 
tent remove the sources of disease and death among us. Every 
one, however, who turns his attention to these topics, will see the 
necessity of complete and accurate records for the accomplish- 
ment of so desirable an object. From imperfect data, only erro- 
neous speculations and assertions can be made. When the records 
are perfect, deductions may be drawn with as much certainty as 
the calculations of eclipses, or the results of an algebraic prob- 
lem."— TAiVrf JR^. Rep, Vt,p2). 87, 88. 

"Independently of the very great advantage which every Gov- 
ernment or State would derive from a faithfully executed system 
of registration within her borders — the ability to determine clear- 
ly and distinctly the relative fecundity and mortality of her popu- 
lation; the relative proportion of the sexes among her citizens; the 
longevity of her people ; the causes of death within her borders ; 
U 
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the weight with which each cause of death preBses upon iithrettt 
partioDS of the community, whether those p(»iioii8 be conaidered 
in relation to age, sex, or condition of her people, or in relation 
to different sections of her territory ; and of many other benefits, 
— it is highly proper and necessary that she should be able to 
compare the condition of her people with that of adjoining States 
or countries. She may thus ascertain what differences exist, and 
why those differences do obtain ; what diseases prevail more ex- 
tensively in one than in the other, &c. When we reflect that a 
healthy, able-bodied adult population is, in truth, * the State,' 
we will realize that it is the duty of the government to know how 
nearly her population approaches that standard ; as also to use 
all means in her power to promote the most healthy and efficient 
con(lition of her people. A knowledge of the condition of adja- 
cent States will aid very much in procuring this knowledge, and 
in stimulating the State to make those exertions which are neces- 
sary to bring about results so desirable. 

' ' As an important means of making these comparisons, and stim- 
ulating these exertions, a well-enforced registration of birlliB, 
marriages and deaths, stands prominent. But to make this com- 
parison correctly and with satisfaction, it is necessary that the ba^ 
sis upon which these reports from different States are made, should 
be essentially the same. Hence it is important that all the States 
in the Union should adopt a uniform plan, and it is a source of 
satisfaction, that among the States which have adopted means of 
registratif n, the forms in which the facts are preserved are very 
similar.'' — FrmnRep. of Com, on Registration to Am. MedPl 
Association^ 1859. 

The following remarks are taken from the Preliminary Report 
on the Eighth Census, from the pen of Hon. Jos. C. G. Kennedy, 
Superintendent : 

'* The rate of .mortality has ever been a leading object of sti^ 
tistical inquiry, and in connection with the number of births and 
migrations, indicates the annual loss and gain of population. Be- 
sides the numerical proportion, expressively termed * the death 
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figure ' by a German statist, the records of mortality have a 
pbysioal significance in our own land for elucidating the relative 
prevalence of diseases, and the comparative salubrity of the cli- 
mate on the Atlantic coast, contrasted with the elevated interior, 
and the valley of the Mississippi. It is an interesting inquiry, 
whether the record of deaths over so large an extent of the New 
World, shall disprove, or confirm, and enlarge, the conclusions 
drawn fix>m vital statistics in other lands, and shall point to simi- 
lar means of promoting health and longevity. ^ ^ ■* 

"A full registration of the social statistics is a work of time and 
experience, proceeding yearly from deficient to more and more 
complete returns. In Massachusetts such an organization is in 
successful operation, while in Connecticut, Rhode Island, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Vermont, South Carolina and Kentucky, 
a State registry of the annual births, deaths and marriages has 
been adopted for several years." 

It may be argued as an objection, that the somewhat imperfect 
returns of the small State of Vermont can add but little to the 
aggregate of statistical information, either as beneficial to her 
own interests, or to the improvement of the laws of health, and 
consequent increase of general happiness, and length of human 
life. But the same objection might be raised with equal force 
against any of the efforts and plans that had their inception, and 
found their accomplishment, in an earnest desire to benefit the 
race by the adoption of such systems and measures as were prac- 
tical, useful, economical, philanthropic, and demanded by the 
progress of the age. They all had their beginnings, small and 
insignificant, but by the accumulation of the records of many 
years, and by an aggregation of registered facts and experience, 
they have produced results that, in value, far outweigh all con- 
siderations that may be urged against them, as too complicated, 
or inapplicable, or too statistical, or creating unnecessary expense. 

Rhode Island, small only in superficial extent, has published 
the Ninth Report on Registration, under her law, quite similar 
to the Statute of Vermont on the subject, and the faithfulness 
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and statistical correctness of her Reports, has given her an en- 
viable position by the side of Massachusetts, with her one million, 
two hundred and thirty thousand population, which has published 
her twentieth annual Registration Report, rich and full in social 
statistics. 

In conclusion we quote the following pertinent remarks of 
Hon. J. R. Bartlctt, Secretary of State of Rhode Island, in the 
Eighth Registration Report to the Legislature of that State : 

** The importance of a complete registration is now greater 
than ever. When the present war is over, and the widows and 
children of those who. have laid down their lives in defence of 
their country, apply for pensions and bounty lands, the registra- 
tion returns must be resorted to for the evidence required by the 
government, of marriages and births. So in the distribution of 
property of deceased persons, those returns are of the utmost im- 
portance. Had our present admirable system of registration of 
births, marriages and deaths, been in operation during the war of 
the revolution, and that of 1812, some hundreds of thousands of 
dollars would have been saved to the people of this State, and 
hundreds of families, which for years struggled in adversity, 
would have been made comfortable during their lives. Already 
these records have been resorted to, to prove marriages where 
parties have been killed in the existing rebellion, whose &milies 
have applied for pensions." 
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POPULATION. 



As the foundation of correct calculations and deductions con- 
nected with the system of Registration, the precise and actual 
population of any given community or State, must be ascertained. 
Unlike some of the States of the Union, Vermont is obliged to 
rely entirely upon the returns made by the Deputy Marshals, 
and tabulated in the United States Census. These are obviously 
imperfect, and in particular, the returns from many of the towns 
are, from accurate and thorough canvassing, proved to be incor- 
rect. Still they are the only data that we possess, on which to 
base our computations, and from which we can deduce our results 
and conclusions. Massachusetts, for instance, by statute directs 
that the Census of the State shall be taken once every five years, 
and in addition to the more frequent enumeration of her popula- 
tion, the chances of erroneous returns are greatly lessened by the 
close scrutiny exercised over her own officials, and by the com- 
parison of her own Census tabulations, with those of the United 
States, in which any considerable discrepancy found to exist, is 
carefrilly investigated, and made to give place to the actual and 
proved facts. 

The United States Census of 1860 gives Vermont a popula- 
tion of 315,098, against a population, as shown by the Census of 
1850, of 314,120, being an increase in ten years of only 978. 
Hon. Jos. C. G. Kennedy, in the Preliminary Report on the 
Eighth Census, says : " Thus far in our history, no State has 
declined in population. Vermont has remained nearly stationary, 
and is saved from a positive loss of inhabitants, by only one third 
of one per cent, Maine shows an increase of 7.74 per cent, on 
the Census of 1850 ; New Hampshire, 2.50 per cent., Massa- 
chusetts has increased 28.79 per cent, Rhode Island 18.85 per 
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cent., Connecticut 42.10 per cent., and the adjoining State of 
New York has increased 25.29 per cent., while the young and 
vigorous State of Minnesota, supplied in large measure from 
, the States just mentioned, though not having a statistical impor- 
tance or position in the Census of 1850, diows the astonishing 
gain of 2,760.87 per cent, in her population, during the last dec- 
ade, while the ratio of increase for the entire United States and 
Territories, during the last decennial period was 35.59 per cent. 

The following table, from the United States Census of 1860, 
gives the population of the State by Counties :

That Vermont has lost in population during the last few years 
by emigration, is a fact apparent to all. Perhaps, however, but 
a few entertain a correct idea of the extent of this annual deple- 
tion. To illustrate this in its actual working, we will give the 
Births and Deaths which have occured in eadi year during the 
past five years, as recorded in the Registration Reports for each 
of these years.

or a mean annual excess of births over deaths of 2,789. Taking 
this number for ten years, and we find that, actually^ the State 
has increased in population by excess of births over deaths, 27,- 
398, while the Census gives an increase of population of only 
978, or a mean annual increase of ninety-seven. 

When we consider that the large proportion of our citizens 
that leave our borders to seek homes in the new and fertile West, 
or in our seaboard cities, are the young, and those in the prime 
of life, and that in this way in the last ten years we have suflFered 
a net loss of over 26,000 of the choicest and most productive por- 
tion of our inhabitants, and that we are retaining nearly all the 
middle aged, and the aged, whose powers and capabilities for 
physical exertion and productive industry are materially lessened, 
or entirely exhausted, we shall readily comprehend the results 
that must of necessity manifest themselves in the various econ- 
omical, social, and material interests of our State. And when 
to this aspect of the case, we adduce a new and unlocked for 
cause, that is abstracting the life of our people, and which to 
November 19th of this year, (1861), has within the year, drawn 
into the service of the Federal Government nearly seven thousand 
men — too many of whom we fear may never return — wo shall be 
forced by the unerring results of figures, to admit that the time 
has arrived, when Vermont has declined in population, has suf- 
fered a positive loss in inhabitants, and as a natural consequence 
must sufier loss in all those interests affecting the public good, 
as well as the welfare of every citizen of the State ; and this view 
should awaken thought and investigation in the minds of our 
Legislators to devise measures, and if possible, adopt such wise 
plans, as may in the future restrain this excessive annual exodus, 
or at least, strengthen the things that remam. 
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BIRTHS. 



The number of births returned for 1861 was 6,567. The 
number of births returned for each of the last five years is as fol- 
lows:

giving a total of 82,515 births, and a mean birth rate of 2.165 
per cent, per annum, or one birth to every 49 1-3 persons. Prob- 
ably one fifth, perhaps one fourth, of the births, escape record, 
as it is found that the information required under the head of 
births is least readily obtained. 

Sex, — 8,354 births of males, and 3,170 of females, are re- 
corded for the year, and the sex of 43 was not ascertained. The 
ratio of births is 1,058 males to 1,000 females. The mean ratio 
for the five years is about 1,050 males to 1,000 females. The 
ratio in the entire United States is 1,066 males to 1,000 females. 
In England, in 1858, it was 1,045 males to 1,000 females. 

Season. — The table of births by months, as given on page 20, 
shows that the greatest number were born in August, while the 
least number were born in January. 

In the table following, the actual number and the percentages 
of births, during each month, for the year 1861, are given, to- 
gether with the aggtegate of the same for the entire five years

The greatest number of birtlis in 1861, occurred in the third 
quarter, and the least, in the first quarter — which is the case in 
former years, in the reports of this State, and also of Massachu* 
setts and Rhode Island. In England, the largest number occur 
in the first quarter, and the smallest number in the third. 

Plurality Births, — One hundred ^nd thirty-five cases of plu- 
rality births are recorded. The proportion of living twins, and 
the proportion of child-bearing women producing twins, as nearly 
as can be ascertained, is about the same as in 1860. There was 
one case of triplets, all living. The greatest number of plural 
births occurred in March in 1861. 

Illegitimates, — For obvious reasons, it is difScult to have this 
class of births accurately reported and registered. Fifty-three 
illegitimate children are recorded as having been bom during the 
year 1861. Of these, twenty-eight were females, and twenty-five 
males. Eight were bom in November, and seven in December. 
The least number in April, 12 
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SiUlbom. — From Table VII, page 67, it appears there were 

daring the year, one hundred and thirty-three cases of still-births, 

or one to every forty-nine children born alive, being a trifle over 

2 per cent. ; and corresponding with the proportion of still-births 

occurring in Massachusetts, to the number of living births. 
« 
Aside from the purely scientific and statistical interest attached 

to this class of cases, there may be, and already is, in some of the 
States, a judicial importance connected with their correct regis- 
tration, and particularly as to the question, of whether a birth re- 
corded as stillborn^ had even the shortest living existence before 
dying ; for it is found that cases of this kind are often returned 
as stillborn. Dr. Josiah Curtis, the able and experienced com- 
piler of the Massachusetts Registration Reports, in the 17th 
Mass. Report, p. 19, iDustrates the importance of this distinc- 
tion as follows: " Mr. A., by inheritance, or by personal' enter- 
prise, or by both, acquires a large estate. He marries, and dies 
intestate and childless, but with an expectant issue. The widow 
gives birth to a living offspring, which does not survive perhaps 
even an hour. The live born child became the heir to the estate, 
and the widow is the lawful heir of her ileceased child, and con- 
sequently inherits the whole property, instead of simply a lifein- 
terest in one-third, or other part of it, as would have been the case 
if the child had been ' dead when born.' This is not a very rare 
case, and there is one Avithin our knowledge quite similar, which 
may soon be presented for legal adjudication.'' 

Parentage, — From the general abstracts. Table II, page 18, 
it appears that of the 6,567 births registered, 4,804, or 73 per 
cent., are children born of parents, both of whom were of Amer- 
ican birth, and 1,538, or 23 per cent., were bom of parents, one, 
or both of whom were of foreign origin, while 225, or over -3 per 
cent., are the children of parents, in regard to whose origin the 
requisite information could not be procured, and they are hence 
classed §s unknmon. The birth rate among the foreign, still 
continues considerably greater than among the American portion 
of the ppulation of the State, 
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MARRIAGES. 



The registered number of marriages during 1861 amounted to 

2188, and for each of the four preceding years was as follows : 

1860 2,179 1858 2,315 

1859 2,160 1857 1,941 

making an aggregate of 10,792 marriages registered in the five 
years since the adoption of the system, being an average of 2,158 
each year. Of the marriages in 1861, 1,537 were of the Amer- 
ican portion of the population, 188 of the foreign portion, while 
in relation to 463, these particulars were not ascertained, or re- 
corded. 

Of this number, 1,445 were first marriages of both parties, 
51 were first marriages of men, but subsequent marriages of 
women, 228 were first of women, but subsequent of men, and 118 
were subsequent marriages of both parties. In 346 marriages, 
the conditions of the parties were not stated. 

There were 44 marriages where both parties were under 20 
years of age, and one only, where both groom and bride were over 
70. The greatest number of marriages occurred in November, 
and the least in August. 
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DIVORCES.

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DEATHS. 



From Table I, page 18-19, we find that the deaths of 4,088 
individuals are registered as having occurred during the year 
1861. This is an increase of 141 over the number of deaths 
registered for the year 1860. 

The deaths for the preceding five years are as follows :

from which it will be seen, that the death force has exerted nearly 
an even and uniform degree of pressure upon the population of 
the State, during the period in which the system of registration 
has been in operation. It is not claimed or presumed that the 
records are altogether perfect and accurate. Still they are evi- 
dently becoming more complete, both as to the record of the facts 
sought, and the particulars concerning those facts. 

The death rate, as registered, is one in seventy-eight, or 1.81 
per cent, of the population. The mean annual death rate for the 
five years, is very nearly 1.20 per cent of the population. The 
death rate in Massachusetts was one in fifty-seven, or 1.76 per 
cent, of the population. The death rate in the United States, for 
the year fix)m June 1st, 1859, to May 81st, 1860, inclusive, was 
one in seventy-nine, or 1.27 per cent of the population. 

Age. — Of the 4,088 deaths registered, the ages of 8,957 are 
given, leaving 81, or about 2 per cent, unspecified, ai^ will ap- 
pear from Table VI, page 58-59.

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Average Age. — The average age of those dying in the State 
during the year 1861, as shown by the returns, was 35.58 years, 
being a little more than that of the previous year. The mean 
annual average age for the five years, was 36.47 years.

Sex. — Of the recorded deaths 1,939 were males, and 2,066 
were females, (while of 33 deaths, the sex was unknown), show- 
ing an excess of female deaths of 125. The excess of female 
deaths during 1860 was 103. The percentage of male deaths, to 
the entire male population, was 1.22 ; of female deaths to the en- 
tire female population, 1.32 per cent. The percentage of male 
deaths to the entire male population of the United States, as 
shown by the Eighth Census, for 1860, is 1.29 per cent. That 
of female deaths, 1.21 per cent. 

In the Counties of Addison, Grand Isle and Washington, the 
male mortality is in excess of the female. 

Nativity. — Of the nativities given, the deaths of 3,389 are 
registered as Americans, and 204 as foreigners. But as the 
American class embraces all those born here, of foreign parentage, 
and who yet are influenced by the peculiar surroundings and as- 
sociations of foreign life and habits, the inferences and deductions 
drawn from a close classification and analysis, are not of that 
practical value, in all respects, to the vital statist, that would be 
desirable.

The returns for the year 1861, show that October was the 
most fatal month, while the mean of the five years, makes Sep- 
tember the most fatal, and next in order of fatality, is the month 
of March. The least fatal month was January, and the same 
month, for the five years, shows the smallest mean of fatality. 
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CAUSES OF DEATH. 



On page 60 will be found Table YII, exhibiting the number 
of deaths from different causes, (arranged alphabetical] j), and 
showing the various ages of each sex, dying in each month during 
the year. 

In the following Table, VIII, page 69, will be found a classi- 
fied arrangement of the causes of deaths, showing the number 
who died from each disease, and each class of diseases, in each 
County, and in the whole State, together with the ratio which the 
whole number dying from each cause, or class of causes, bears to 
the whole number of Specified Causes. 

Of the 4,038 deaths registered, 3,791 or 93.88 per cent had 
specified causes. This is a slightly increased ratio over that of 
the specified causes of death given for the year 1860, which was 
93.74 per cent. 

The following are some of the principal diseases, or causes, 
with the rate of fatality of each :

Class I. Zymotics, — The number of deaths registered in 
1861, from this class of causes, was 1,085, or 28.62 per cent, of 
all the specified causes of deaths. The number of deaths from 
this class of causes in 1860 was 983, or 25.54 per cent. 

These diseases depending mainly upon atmospheric influences, 
a correct registration of deaths occurring from this class, gives a 
compratiye indication of the bealtbfulness of different years. 
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In the following summary from the reports of deaths, the num- 
ber and percentages are given for five years, from zymotic 'causes :

thus giving, at a glance, the comparative amount of fatality from 
zymotics in the State, by Counties, each year. 

Typhoid Fever was the assigned cause of death in 162 cases, 
of which 93 were males, and 69 were females. This is some less 
than the number of deaths reported frt>m this disease last year. 
For some interesting and more extended remarks on this impor- 
tant, and to a considerable extent, preventable disease, the atten* 
tion of those interested is called to pages 104-105 of the Fourth 
R^stration Report. 

Diphtheria was the most fatal disease of this class, there being 

441 cases returned, of which 220 were males and 221 females. 

This is a cause of death but recently include4l in the Reports of 

any of the States. In the First Vermont Report, for 1857, a 

13 
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few cases were reported as ^' death from disease of the throat," 
and these probably were cases of diphtheria. In 1858, the 
number of cases reported was 14, or less than one fourth of one 
per cent. In 1859, there were 71 cases, or less than 2 per cent. 
In 1860, the number was 212, or 5.83 per cent., while in 1861, 
the number has increased to 441 cases, or 11.64 per cent, of all 
the deaths from specified causes. This disease does not press with 
equal force and uniformity on every part of the State ; some 
Counties being very lightly visited, and towns even entirely ex- 
empt, while in other parts, the fetality has been excessive. The 
largest proportion by far, of the deaths from this cause, are of the 
young, mainly of children under ten years of age, though young 
adults are frequently the victims, while the older classes are by 
no means wholly exempt. 

The study and treatment of this dreaded and fatal disease, has 
received, and still continues to merit, the post intelligent inves- 
tigation at the hands of the medical profession of the State and 
world, and it is to be hoped that not only the preventive and 
remedial means may be rendered more eflBcient and successftil, 
but that the atmospheric influences, in which it is mainly believed 
to originate and exist, may gradually experience such modifica- 
tion, as will allow this cause of deaths to be greatly diminished 
in its force, if not altogether removed from the list of causes. 

Scarlatina numbered 109 cases, or nearly 8 per cent, of all 
the deaths. This is a slight diminution of the number of deaths 
reported for the previous year from the same cause. But it is 
quite likely that some cases of diphtheria have been recorded as 
cases of scarlatina, and no doubt that deaths that have been reg- 
istered as the result of scarlatina anginosa, were in reality caused 
by diphtheria. In some cases, points of similarity can be traced, 
and an obscurity in regard to the actual and distinctive features 
of the two diseases may exist ; or again, there may be a com- 
mingling of Symptoms common to both, which tends to make the 
diagnosis of a case somewhat doubtful, particularly on the ap* 
pearance of the disease in a hitherto unvisited section or locality. 
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Croup, is another disease of this class, and almost exclusively 
aflGscting children. The number of fatal cases recorded during 
the year, is 50, or 1.31 per cent. This disease is even more 
likely to be mistaken for diphtheria, in obscure cases, than is 
scarlatina. And it becomes of the utmost importance that an 
early and accurate diagnosis be made, for the prompt adoption of 
an appropriate treatment, in cases particularly of membranous 
croup. 

Cholera Mbrbtis, Cholera Infantum, DiarrhcBu, and Dys- 
entery, yearly present about the same number of cases, but it is 
found that the classification of intestinal affections of this nature, 
is quite loose, and particularly when applied to diseases of young 
children. It is more than probable that no small proportion of 
the deaths registered under the head i/^/aw/i/^', should be properly 
assigned to cholera infantum or diarrhoea. 

Measles was returned as the cause of 46 deaths ; the largest 
number of deaths in any previous year from this cause, was 29. 

Erysipelas was given as the cause of 37 deaths, against 42 
for the preceding year. 

Influenza was the cause of only 5 recorded deaths during the 
year. 

Class II. ConslUtitional Diseases, — Of the deaths from 
Specified Causes, 1,025, or 28.62 per cent., were from diseases 
belonging to this class, which is a somewhat smaller percentage, 
than that given for the preceding year. 

Here, as usual, Consumption stands at the head of the list, in 
point of greatest fatality, and particularly among the young 
adult population of the State. 783, or 20.65 per cent., more 
than one-fifth of all the deaths occurring in the State during the 
year 1861, were from this cause. 

Dropsy was the cause of 96 recorded deaths, or 2.58 per 
cent. 

Cancel' was the specified cause of 72 deaths, or 1.89 percent. 

The other diseases of this class were recorded in about the 
usual number, and with nearly the same relative fatality. 
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Class III. J^cal Diseases. — This class of diseases, as its 
name signifies, has reference to a large number of affections, 
which have their origin, and exert their influence, through differ- 
ent organs and functions. Those affecting the nervous system 
are most severe and fatal. 

Apoplexy^ a disease affecting generally those advanced in life, 
was the registered cause of 61. or 1.60 per cent, of the deaths. 
Cephalilis^ or inflammation of the Inaiii. was given as the cause 
of 64, or 1.68 per cent. Cmnndsioris numbered 57 cases, or 
1.60 per cent., while Paralysis is returned s the cause of 74, 
or 1.95 per cent of all the deaths. The other diseases of the 
nervous system were fatal in about the usual p oportion as here-* 
tofore. 

Diseases of the Hearty a sjmewhat vague and general term, 
expressive of various affections of the same organ, are the re- 
corded causes of 139, or 3.66 per cent, of the deaths. These oc- 
curred mainly among adults, and in very large proportion, among 
those of advanced age. 

In this class also, pulmonary att'ections maintain a prominence 
in point of fatality. Pneinaouia^ or inflammation of the lungs, 
was the most fatal, there l)eing 249 deaths, or 6.56 per cent, 
thus standing third in the list of fatality from all causes, against 
183, or 5 per cent., for the preceding year. 

Bronchitis. Diseases of the Throat, and Pleurisy^ appeared 
in usual frec^uency as fatal causes. 

Of diseases of the organs of digestion, Enteritis, Diseases 
of the Stomach, including Gastritis, Diseases of the hungs^ 
^•6*., are placed in the lists Avitli the usual recorded frequency of 
each. Seven cases of death are recorded as resulting from Her- 
nia. Diabetes is the recorded cause of 16 deaths, and 14 are 
ascribed to Diseases of the Kidneys. 

Class IV. Deoeloptnenlal Diseases, — The number of 
deaths from this class of diseases is somewhat larger than was x^- 
corded for the year I860, being 432 again^it 520 for 1861, 
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Infantile diseases are given as the cause of 98 deaths. Old 
Age is the cause of by far the greatest number of deaths, there 
being for 1861, 234, against 248 for 1860. In this class are 
enumerated also, the number of cases returned as still-born, 
amounting to 133 cases for the year, against 144 for the previous 
year. 

Class V. Violeiit Deaths, — The number of deaths from 
this class, embracing deaths from causes originating from acci- 
dents, murderous intent, or self-inflicted injuries, was in all, 136. 
Of these, from Bwms and Scalds 15 deaths were returned, 
Drowned, 23, Poisoned, 8, Railroad Accidents, 14. 

One case of Homicide was returned. Of Suicides, 19 cases 
were returned. Of these, 9 were by hanging, 3 by poisoning, 
2 by gunshot, 2 by cut-throat, 1 by droioning, 2 otherwise, not 
stated. 
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OCCUPATIONS. 



Table IX, on page 76, gives some interesting statistics, exhib- 
iting the number of persons, pursuing difiFerent avocations, living 
in the State, according to the Census of 1850, also the number 
of deaths occurring among each class, together with the ratio of 
the same to the living, and the aggregate, and the average ages. 

The facts deducible from the previous Reports of this State, 
are not sufficient to -enable us to determine with accuracy the full 
effects of occupation upon those who toil. But with more ex- 
tended and longer continued researches in this direction, and with 
the means, facts and statistics accumulated in this manner, 
and with this view, by the several States, and by the United 
States Census reports, it is hoped that deductions and fects will 
be arrived at, that will prove of practical interest and general 
usefulness.* 
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(CONCLUSION. 

It was the intention to have carefully examined the muster 
rolls and records in the office of the Adjutant General of the 
State, and prepared therefrom an accurate record of the deaths 
of Vermont soldiers which may have occurred during the year 
1861. But this has been found impracticable at the present time, 
and will be reserved for publication in the next volume of Reports, 
when it is hoped this information may be fully and correctly ob- 
tained, and made available for future scientific and practical re- 
sults. 

It was also the purpose to append carefully recorded meteoro- 
logical tables, kept in this State, and, so &r as possible, to trace 
the relative influences of air, moisture, heat and cold, upon dis- 
ease, and as tendencies to diseased action. But circumstances 
have prevented the carrying out of this plan, so far as the present 
volume of Records is concerned. 
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CLASSIFICATION OF DISEASES. 



The following classification of the Causes of Death has been 
adopted for the Vermont Registration Reports, in order that they 
may conform as nearly as possible with those of other countries, 
thereby securing to them much greater value for the comparison 
of facts both at home and abroad. It is that recommended by 
William Farr, Esq., M. D., of England, with the sanction and 
approval of the most eminent medical men of Europe, and adopt- 
ed in Massachusetts, and will probably be used by many other 
States as well as upon the European continent.

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LAW OF THIS STATE 

RELATING TO THE REGISTRY AND RETURNS OF 
BIRTHS, MARRIAGES AND DEATHS. 



AN ACT RELATING TO THE REGISTRY AND RETtlRNS OF 
BIRTHS, MARRIAGES AND DEATHS. 

Sec. 1. The clerks of the several towns of this State shall, 
annually, in the month of June, transmit to the Secretary of the 
State a certified copy of their record of births, marriages and 
deaths, which have occurred in their respective towns during the 
year next preceding the first day of January. The births shall 
be numbered and recorded in the order in which they are received 
by the clerk. The record of births shall state in separate col- 
umns the date of the birth, the name of the child, (if it have 
any,) the sex of the child, the place of birth, name and surname 
of one or both the parents, residence of the parents, occupation 
of the father, and the time when the record was made. The 
marriages shall be numbered and recorded in the order in which 
they are received by the clerk. The record of marriages shall 
state in separate columns the date and place of marriage, the name 
and surname of the groom and bride, the residence of each at the 
time of marriage, the age of each, occupation of the man, and 
time when the record was made. The deaths shall be numbered 
and recorded in the order in which they are received by the clerk. 
The record of death shall state in separate columns the date of 
the death, the name and surname of the deceased, the sex, condi- 
tion, (whether married or single,) age in years, months and days, 
the place of death, the disease or apparent cause of death, the oc-

cupation if a male over fifteen years of age, the place of birth, 
the name of the parents, and the time when the record was made. 

Sec. 2. The clerks in the several school districts in each 
town shall annually, in the month of February, ascertain from 
actual inquiry or otherwise, all the births and deaths which have 
happened in their respective districts during the year next pre- 
ceding the first day of January, together with such facts concern- 
ing said births and deaths as are required by the first section of 
this act, and shall make an accurate return thereof to the clerk 
of the town in which such school district is situated, on or before 
the first day of March, and said district clerk or other person or 
persons authorized to perform his duties and make such returns, 
shall be entitled to receive from the treasury of such town, five 
cents for each and every birth and death so returned. And 
every person aforesaid, who shall neglect or refuse to make the 
returns required by this section, shall be liable to a fine of not 
less than three dollars for each neglect or refusal. 

Sec. S. Every justice of the peace or minister shall make a 
record of each marriage solemnized before him, together with all 
the fects relating to marriages, required by the first section of 
this act, and such justice or minister shall annually, in the month 
of February, or from time to time, return a copy of the record 
fiar the year next preceding the first day of January, to the clerk 
of the town in which the marriage was solemnized, and every per- 
son aforesaid, who shall neglect or refuse to make the returns re- 
quired by this section, shall be liable to a fine of not less than 
ten dollars for each neglect or refusal. 

Sec. 4. The clerk of each town shall be entitled to receive 
firom the treasury of the town, five cents for recording each birth, 
death and marriage, provided the clerk shall comply with the pro- 
visions of this act in all respects. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the clerks of the several 
towns to make such distribution of the blank forms of returns, 
as shall be designated by the Secretary of State. 
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Seo. 6. The Secretary of State shall prepare and furnish to 
the clerks of the several towns in this State, blank forms of 
suitable quality and size, to be used as books of records, accord- 
ing to the provisions of this act, and also blank forms of returns, 
as herein before specified, and shall accompany the same with 
such instructions and explanations as may be necessary and useful. 

Sec. 7. Every physician who shall attend any deceased per- 
son, shall leave with the town clerk a certificate containing the 
name of the disease or cause (if known) of the said death, with- 
in fifteen days after the interment of the deceased. Any such 
medical attendant who shall neglect or refuse to give the certifi- 
cate required by this section, shall, for such ofTence, pay a fine of 
three dollars, for the use of the town where such o£fence shall be 
committed. 

Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of State to re- 
ceive the returns made in pursuance of the first section of this 
act, and with such assistance as may be voluntarily rendered by 
any authorized committee appointed by the Vermont Medical So- 
ciety for that purpose, prepare therefrom such tabular results as 
will render them of practical utility, and make a report thereof 
annually to the Legislature, and generally shall do whatever may 
be required to carry into effect the provisions of this act. 

Seo. 9. All acts or sectians of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Approved November 17, 1856.
